To license or not to license, that is 


the question 
Whether 'tis better to 


endure the old system of bars in the 
kitchens, back parlors, cellars 
and 


second story rooms, and stick up for 
the principle that it is wrong for the 
state to countenance fbat is wrong, 
or try a new system and no longer 
attempt to prohibit, but to regulate. 
This is the question the voters will 
decide next Tuesday. 


There is hardly any noticeable sign 


of activity among the saloon element. 
So far as outward appearances go, a 
stranger would never konw that a 
question is within a week to be de- 
cided which may take away from a 
majority of the liquor men an easy 
means of livelihood In the saloons 
the same drinking goes on, and the 
question is hardly discussed at all.

JUDGING MULES. 


F*v t** *«yrr Which Will B* 


V«*t*I Ato* (• (he Mr+firr. 


The ideal mule is a mare, fat blocky. 


stylish and smooth finished, says E. W. 
Jones in Orange Judd Farmer. I say a 
Bare because it is worth $10 to $15 
more than a bone mule in the mar- 
ket. About as poor a sale as one can 
hare is a thin, leggy, rough coated 
horse mule. It is wise in buying mule* 
for market to buy as near the same size 
as possible. Of course this is not al- 
ways easy, but it is poor policy to buy 
fourteen or seventeen band mules. Lead 
the mule out of stable and examine ia 
the open air. For shipping buy ani- 
mals from two to ten years old, but 
they sell best when their ages range 
from four to seven years. As a general 
rule, two and three year old mules are 
thin, leggy and lack development. Well 
developed, chunky mules of this age 
are not objected to and sell fairly well. 


To tell the age of a mule inspect the 


fix front teeth of the lower jaw. At 
one year the cups will disappear from 
the middle teeth or nippers; at two 
years the middle nippers will disap- 
pear; the second pair at three, and the 
third or corner ones at four; at five a 
full new set We reckon the age of the 
six. seven and eight year old animals 
by the disappearance of the deep black 
spots from the teeth. These disappear 
at six from the middle pair, at seven 
from the second, at eight from the cor- 
ner pair. Now look at the nippers of 
the upper jaw. At nine the spots dis- 
appear from the middle pair, at ten 
from the second, at eleven from the 
.third. 


In buying for farm nse more care' 


should be exercised than when buying 
to ship. Ascertain the animal's pulling 
qualities. In buying colts or yearlings 
avoid a starved or stunted animal. 
It seldom grows out satisfactorily. 
Avoid a mt(k fat colt, as it is almost 
impossible to keep it from drifting 
badly when weaned. Avoid a very 
leggy animal. It will be In this con- 
dition when your well proportioned 
males are ready for the market. This 
is generally the case with a green mule 
at two years old. 


For measuring the height a standard 


tape measure is used. The standard is 
the most accurate and popular. The 
standard is simply a long, straight 
strip of wood on which the bands are 
marked in inches With a tape, meas- 
ure from the middle of the shoulder at 
the mane straight down to the middle 
of the upper edge of the hoof. The dis- 
tance from here to the ground is meant 
to counterbalance the curve the tape 
makes over the shoulder. The reason 
tbe tape is not accurate is that this is 
altered by the amount of curve here. 
A mule very fleshy in the shoulder un- 
der the tape would consequently meas- 
ure higher than it really is.

hard time of it. receiving Hide or no 
attention. T'uk-ss they utv treated witu 
an intelligent und<-r»!aiidji)K of tfcclr 
requirements tht-y \\ ill not thrlx e Th« 
aspect of the »t«*Jt» cannot improve aa 
long as property oi\uen> plant a tree 
or not in frwut of tb*-ir property, as it 
suits them, and retain full control of 
it, chopping off hmb& and otherwise 
mutilating it. as they set fit. Entire 
control of the planting and pruning of 
'shade trees should be taken by tbe 
town, and under the direction of some 
person who has knowledge of tbeir re- 
quirements in time long rows of ver- 
dure would border tbe thoroughfares. 


In a paper read before a horticul- 


tural society recently some useful sug- 
gestions as to planting trees in town* 
were given as follows: 


"It makes little difference whether 


trees are planted in tbe spring or fall. 
Dig oat about a cart load of soil and 
fill in the fresh, good earth, unless you 
are planting in a locality where tbe 
natural soil exist* in its original puri- 
ty. Never use rank manure, but you can 
mix with tbe soil moderately manure 
that is a year or more old and well de- 
cayed. Good planters think it better 
that it be not in direct contact with tbe 
roots, so unmixed earth is first thrown 
in to cover the roots. 


"Before planting it is a good practice 


to do some pruning. Just how much 
is determined by examining tbe roots. 
All trees lose more or less roots m dig- 
ging. If but few are lost, but little 
pruning of the top is called for; if 
many are, a good deal of tbe top must 
come 'away. Nonattentlon to this ia 
the cause of the loss of thousands of 
trees. Numerous branches make more 
mouths than tbe roots can supply, and 
the trees die. Do not be afraid of a 
good pruning of the top. There is an- 
other reason for pruning at planting. 
Tbe trees may be unshapely, the 
branches too low or the top spindling. 
Pruning or cutting away of branches 
to remedy these defects aids th* root* 
at tbe same time." 


PRIZES FOR GARDENS. 


A M«mphU ClnV* Scheme F*r Tow» 


Improvement. 


When the Housekeepers' club of 


Memphis took up tbe question of induc- 
ing Mempbians to pay some attention 
to the beautifying of tbeir lawns and 
front yards, they ascertained that the 
best results could be obtained by offer- 
ing cash prizes to the children of tbe 
members wbo were skillful enough to 
cultivate the prettiest flower beds and 
window gardens. 


Possibly, however, It is in the city of 


Cleveland that tbe possibilities of 
youthful enthusiasm in this direction 
have received their most remarkable 
exemplification. Generous cash prizes, 
tbe highest being $60, have been of- 
fered for the best amateur flower gar- 
dens and the best amateur porch or 
window boxes, and in order to make 
the beneficial effects as widespread as 
possible the Home Gardening associa- 
tion, an organization of public spir- 
ited citizens, distributed, principally 
through the teachers of the public 
schools, thousands of packages of 
seeds. 


The result was little short of as- 


tounding. Pretty little gardens made 
their appearance in tbe slums, and so 
strong a hold has tbe love of flowers 
gained on the minds of the children 
that it is now safe to leave tbe costliest 
flowers unprotected in open yards, n 
condition undreamed of a few years 
ago. 


SCHOOL GARDENS. 


The Improvement «nd Adornment of 


School Ground*. 


There are two main ideas in the cur- 


rent discussions of school gardens. (1) 
The improvement of adornment of tbe 
grounds; (2) tbe making of distinct 
gardens for purposes of direct instruc- 
tion or school gardening proper. Much 
of the discussion does not distinguish 
these two ideas, says Country Life In 
America, and thereby arises some of 
tbe loss of effort and effectiveness in 
the movement. 


The first category—tbe improvement 


of tbe premises—is of universal appli- 
cation. Every school ground can be 
picked up, slicked up and made fit for 
children to see. There are three stages 
or epochs in the improvement of any 
ground—cleaning up, grading and seed- 
ing, planting. 


To improve the school grounds should 


be a matter of neighborhood pride, it 
Is an expression of tbe people's inter- 
est in the things that are tbe people's. 
We are ashamed when our homos are 
not fit and attractive for children to 
live in. But who cares if at tbe school 
tbe fence is tumbledown, the wood or 
coal scattered over the yard, the clap- 
boards loose, the chimneys awry, tbe 
trees broken, tbe outhouses *agg«4 and 
yawning? 


Work of. Imvroffmtmt 
ffoeletlca. 


Tbe improvement *oci0tles In a num- 


ber of towns and cities have recently 
directed their effort* to inducing the 
citizens to remove high board fence* 
a* dividing line* between back yard*, 
•iid where it hi* been found imprac- 
ticable to *«cnr* this concession ef- 
fort ha* at least been made to Induce 
property hold*r* to cover the board 
fence* with TUM. Similarly tbe idea 
of th* open lot ha* been encouraged 
for front yard*, and where a division 
tin* I* insisted upon effort 1* mad* to 
Indue* th* provision of a bedg* or 
flower bed tnattad of * more or tea* nn- 
ilghtly fMc*. So** of th* *ocl*tl«* ar* 
going still further and giving attention

WEEKLY CHOP BULLETIN. 


A »t*t*msnt Of Th. Weather Arm 
Cf*p Ccnditions Of New England. 


United States department of agri- 


culture, climate and crop bulletin of 
the weather bureau, New 
England 


section, for the week ending Monday, 
May 4: 


In some respects the weather of the 


past week has been all that could be 
desired for farm work. There was 
more than the average amount of 
sunshine and practically no rainfall. 
There was a marked prevalence of 
high, dry winds during the greater 
part of the period. There was a gen- 
eral freeze on the morning of the 
2d, the damage done by it varying it 
different localities. 


Temperature—The temperatures of 


the week present some noticeable fea- 
tures, summer beat being closely fol- 
lowed by winter cold. On Wednesday 
and Thursday the maximum temper- 
atures were above 85 in many local- 
ities, while on 
Saturday morning 


there were but comparatively few 
points at whfch the mercury did not 
fafl below freezing, and in the north- 
ern portions of the district the read- 
ings were below 20. Northfleld. Vt,, 
reported a minimum of 18, the low- 
est that has occurred there during 
May «ince records have been kept. 
Graf ton, N. H., reported the lowest 
reading, 14. The mean temperature 
for the week at Boston, was 54.0, or 
1.4 below that of the' corresponding 
week of 1902, and 6.0 above that of 
the previous week. The imean for 31 
years is 51.2, making the mean of 
the past week 2.8 above the normal 
The highest mean for the correspond 
ng w«k Is 60.3 in 1880, and the low 
est, 41.7, in 1874. The mean for the 
stations below is 50.8, or 4.2 above 
that of the preceding week.

Although the week was well adapt 


ed to plowing, harrowing and ins 
nure hauling, there was but 
littlf 


seeding done. 
The 
high, 
drying 


winds that prevailed benefited low 
wet land, but uplands, in some cases 
were too dry to plow to advantage 
There was some sowing of oats In the 
northern states, with some yet to be 
sown, while in the south their seed 
ing is about completed. There bar 
been some planting of garden vege 
tables and potatoes, but probably no* 
as much as usual for the season of 
the year. In parts of Rhode Island 
and Connecticut, gardens are 
very 


well advanced, with peas in blossorr 
and potatoes up. The growth 
has 


however, be&n slow owing to the drj 
condition of the soil. The high tern 
peratures of Wednesday and Thurs- 
day brought a. marvelous change tc 
fruit trees, the bids that had beer 
nearly dormant since the first of the 
month showing a phenomenal growth 
in the two days. Friday, however, 
the temperature fell slowly, and Sat 
urday morning found the ground froz- 
en and ice formed in most of the dis- 
trict. In the north it is hoped that 
the apple buds were not far enough 
advanced to be greatly injured, while 
in the south it is difficult to determ- 
ine the amount of damage, but there 
is no doubt but what it will be con- 
Bidorabl^ in many lorchainds. 
The 


generally-expressed opinion is that 
previous to this last frost, the pros- 
pects were favorable for at least » 
fair crop of all fruits, except peaches. 
Where strawberries were in bloom 
there was some damage done to that 
crop. Grass and pastures are suffer- 
ing from lack of rain, and the latter 
do not furnish sufficient feed for the 
cattle. It is not thought that grass 
has hwn permanently Injured, but 
will come forward under the favor- 
Ing Influences of rain and 
warmer 


weather. Tobacco beds have

similar rations occasionally.

late litters should bo well protected, as 
also tho early spring pigs. If milk i* 
not plenty, make porridge and add to 
it. Raw meal is not suitable i^r young 
pigs. 


The time to begin feeding a pig to 


get the most profit out of it is the day 
of its birth. A littlo attention to food- 
Ing the pig given somo six months or so 
previous would not bo missing it so fur. 


The Damn HOR. 


Frank Bixl-y, head buvcr for Swift & 


Co., says: ''There is not as great de- 
mand for the bacon hog as thoro usod 
to bo. It never has paid in this country 
to raise it exclusively, nor do I be- 
lieve it ever will. Wo got our bacon an- 
imals from tntxod lots, choosing lengthy 
unlmnlfl weighing trom HO to 180 
pounds. Tho Berkshire, in my opinion, 
is the best bacon hog. Tnmworthfl aro 
quite satisfactory, but there are not 
many of them here, so wo hardly con- 
sider thorn. Tho thin rind hog is also 
pood for bacon. I do not believe- that 
the American farmer can under pres- 
ent conditions raise as good bacon as 
the Danes or English."

utilize raw material and distribute pay 
rolls; it is not merely in the develop- 
ment of pfcms for expanding mercantile 
connections that this organization is 
industrious. Along those lines it does 
work wonders, but its field is broader. 


>»'ot less conspicuous in its calendar 


is the campaign waged constantly for 
municipal cleanliness. Through it have 
started plans for a public park system 
great in acreage and greater still in its 
developing bcautification, close to $3,- 
000,000 having already been invested 
in it, with $3,000,000 more speedily to 
be available — fair record this for a 
i\ C'btorn river town whose assets and 
whose credit were texts for jocularity 
a decade and less ago. 


What such work accomplishes is sig- 


nified in the imitations. Kansas City 
finds itself in this one particular a pio- 
neer whose example influences business 
sentiment throughout the entire south- 
west. Even stronger and richer, St. 
Louis wheels finally into line and in 
measurable ways accepts this phase of 
Kansas City leadership, while every 
to\\ n and hamlet of consequence in the 
southwest has hastened, and that en- 
thusiastically, to establish home cham- 
pionship organizations of this same 
type. 


In twenty alert towns of western 


and northern Missouri, of Kansas and 
Oklahoma and Texas and even in the 
quondam quietude of Arkansas this 
Commercial club idea is not merely ac- 
cepted, but has come to be controlling. 
Thus Kansas City is actually stenciled 
the whole southwest over.

Pine Bluff, N, C., is probably the only 


town in the United States that has an 
official PNWS ajjeut and that realizes 
fully the value of advertUinjf its re- 
sources, say* the New York Evening 
Telegram. 
The citizens got together 


and drafted a bill "authorizing the 
town commissioners of Pine Bluff, 
Moore county, X. C.. to provide neces- 
sary funds for advertising the town as 
a desirable resort." 


This bill was sent to the general as> 


sembly at Itoleigh, with a petition 
which is as progressive in spirit as the 
measure itself is unique in general 
tenor. The petition reads: 


It is our purpose to do all we can to 


bring into your state only desirable and 
worthy settlers from our former home*, 
people with whom we have been associ- 
ated and kuow to be good men and wom- 
en, and the purport of this bill Is to en- 
able us to evenly tax ourselves according- 
to what we will gain by the bringing in 
of visitors and settlers. Your and our 
worthy governor. Mr. C. B. Ay cock, bas 
shown us the honor of visiting and ad- 
dressing our people, and he can tell you 
of what we are trying to do to help up 
one of the unsettled portions . of North 
Carolina. We desire to say the tax that will 
fall upon our own selves and those we 
get to come to our town will not be a. 
burden, but a blessing to the people U» 
the country outside of our town. Much 
of the money we bring in goes to the 
farmers, mechanics and laborers within 
a radius of twenty miles, and it Is. per- 
haps, not amiss -for us to call your at- 
tention to the fact that the new settlers 
in this section of Moore county are even 
now paying more than one-eighth of the 
county and- state taxes, and we are glad 
we are able to contribute so much, espe- 
cially the school taxes, and we will b« 
glad to contribute more to the general 
school work. 


With such a petition before them the 


legislature had no alternative but to 
act, and it did so favorably. And this 
is how the advertising fund Is raised: 


All taxable property in the town, 


5 cents on every $100 of valuation; 
every male citizen and every female 
property owner pays a poll of 15 
cents annually; merchants are assess- 
ed 4 cents on every $100 worth of 
stock carried; hotels and boarding 
houses pay 5 per cent on gross receipts, 
and livery stables the same; doctors, 
lawyers, dentists, nurses (including 
those giving massage or any special 
treatment or service), laundries, laun- 
dry workers, coal and wood dealers, 
butchers, 
dairymen, hucksters and 


fresh meat dealers, bakers, barbers, 
bootblacks, newsdealers, shows, lec- 
tures and entertainments of any kind 
for profit, billiard tables and games of 
all kinds, 5 per cent of all gross re- 
ceipts. 


An income tax has been declared un- 


constitutional by the United States su- 
preme court, but the citizens of Pine 
Bluff are willing to pay one, and there- 
fore "all incomes earned within the cor- 
porate limits of the town pay 2 per 
cent thereof where income exceeds $1 
a day. 
The employer of any person 


may be held liable for the income taxes 
of employees if a written notice is 
served on him that be or she is liable 
for a tax due by those whom they em- 
ploy to the extent due from said em- 
ployer to said employee." 


Ten per cent is collected on all gross 


sales of real estate. The entire amount 
raised by this special tax Is to be 
placed in the hands of a subcommittee 
of commissioners and expended for ad- 
vertising purposes. 
The idea is said 


to be unique, but entirely within the 
limits of the state law, and, so far as 
is known, there is uo local opposition to 
the scheme. 


YARDS AND LAWNS. 


Some Timely Sns«estlon» For Im-

Now is the time to make plans for 


neighborhood improvement and to pro- 
ceed to carry them off, says the Chi- 
cago Tost.

cious and well Improved parka. 


Probably not one of the towns and 


cities that did not take kindly to the 
creation of public parks wben the agi- 
tation vras at its height, but finally ac- 
cepted the idea,* would, if it were pos- 
sible, part with ita parks for twice 
their total cost. It has been found la 
some of the towns that the parks have 
earned -money for the taxpayers, and 
from a financial point of view are good 
investments, writes M. O. Stone In toe 
Review of Reviews. 


Attractive parks now occupy large 


areas that for years were obstructions 
to the extension and material prosper' 
ity of many towns and cities, and as 
these unsightly and waste places were 
gradually improved and beautified the. 
value of land in those neighborhood* 
soon began to rise. Officials represent- 
ing parks in fifty towns and cities state 
that real estate near their park terri- 
tory has increased in valuation greatly:. 
beyond the average increase .In otbe£; 
parts of their cities. 
'•> 


Ten years ago the board of park 


commissioners of Boston reported that 
the increase in the value of lands near 
the Back Bay system had been over 
300 per cent. 
During the same ttm« 


the value of lands in the rest of the 
city had increased in value but IS per 
cent. 
Land values have also risen 


enormously near Central and other 
New York parks, and everywhere, 
though perhaps not to such an extent 
as in Boston and New York, apprecia- 
tion in the value of real estate near 
parks has steadily increased and must 
continue to do so as parks are devel- 
oped and grow more beautiful. Many 
park systems are but partially im- 
proved. and some sears may be neces- 
sary to show their value in this direc- 
tion. The improvement and beautify- 
ing of any section of a town or city by 
the erection of handsome buildings, es- 
pecially when surrounded by beautiful 
grounds, immediately cause surround- 
ing property to become more valuable, 
and attractive public parks In a still 
greater degree have the same effect 
The phenomenal growth of our towns 
and cities during the last ten years 
should arouse us to the necessity of se- 
curing land for park purposes before 
the most desirable tracts are taken for 
residential and manufacturing pur- 
poses. There is little reason to fear 
that rapidly growing towns and cities 
will obtain more park lands than will 
be required, and the danger of delay 
in buying is illustrated in many cities 
which find, when they are forced to 
consider the question of providing pub- 
lic parks, that the cost of procuring 
suitable land ban increased enormous- 
ly. In some cases the most desirable 
tracts that could have been bought at 
reasonable figures a few yeans ago 
cannot now be secured at prices that 
will permit of their acquisition for 
park purposes. 


There are in many towns and. cities 


large open spaces which should be tak- 
en at once for park purposes and for 
great playgrounds.

No other agency can or will 
do this. The editor in proportion to bis 
means does more for his town than any 
other man, and in all fairness, man 
with man, be ought to be supported— 
not because you happen to like him or 
admire his writing, but because a local 
paper is the best investment a commu- 
nity can make. It may not be crowded 
with great thought, but financially it is 
of more benefit than both preacher and 
teacher. 
Today editors do more for

A great number 
not only contain the autograph of the 
author, but also the story of what led 
to the writing of the book, all in the 
author's handwriting. 


This collection, which includes thou- 


sands of volumes, is to be given a per- 
manent home in Minneapolis. Only 
private ownership is at present con- 
templated, but a building will be erect- 
ed that will in every way be worthy of 
the collection and of such size as to 
provide for additions in years to come. 
When the collection has been brought 
under one roof Mr. Young will set 
aside certain days when the public 
will be welcomed. These thousands of 
books, constituting the universal selec- 
tion of modern literature, will have for 
a home a Greek temple, the marble for 
which Is to be imported from Europe. 


When Mr. Young had accumulated 


a fortune he turned to the gratification 
of his hobby, the collection of fine 
books. His studious youth and high 
literary culture had given him this 
taste. He conceived the idea of form- 
Ing a library that would contain all 
the great works of all the countries of 
the world. The plan was simple and 
original. Mr. Young looked for first 
editions. Whenever ther6 was a trans- 
lation in English he annexed it to tho 
original. 


He does not confine himself to first 


editions, however. That would serious- 
ly limit the beauty of the collection 
since the original edition is by no 
means always the most sumptuous;

suit his fancy. His agents have 
eled over the world requesting living 
authors to head their volumes with a 
few lines respecting their work and 
themselves. Many have taken pleasure 
in writing the history of the work and 
in answering to objections and criticis- 
ing critics. The first years were labori- 
ous. Many authors" would not answer, 
scertttas an ingenious autograph hunt* 
er. 'Soon this difficulty disappeared, it 
having become known that the collec- 
tion was without a peer, and answers 
poured in from all quarters. 


Four secretaries had, charge of re- 


questing the consent of writers. When 
the answer was received Mr. Young 
sent to the authors the most luxurious 
copies of their works and of the rarest 
edition. Often even the volumes were 
especially printed. 


Mr. Young has an ingenious method 


of sending books to their authors. He 
has a number of tiny trunks, and in 
these are packed the finely bound edi- 
tions of the author with whom he has 
been corresponding. The recipient has 
only to write in them, slip them back 
in the trunk, and they are ready for 
their return journey. Often nearly a 
hundred of these little trunks are trav- 
eling back and forth across the ocean. 


Mr. Young after graduating from col- 


lege began handling investments la 
western farming lands and city real 
estate for eastern capitalists. His suc- 
cess in that line of business made him 
several times a millionaire. In a few 
years and while still a very young man 
be had become one of the largest land- 
owners in North America. In 1878, at 
the age of twenty-two, he was fornrnia- 
eloner of the United States at the 
world's fair In Paris. 


Mr. Young resides In Minneapolis 


With his wife and daughter. Nearly hi* 
entire time Is given to the collection of 
books. For more than twelve years the 
collection has gone on Increasing in 
value until it stands today unique 
among the libraries of the world. So

There can be 
no doubt that such an organization would demand, with all the 
unreasonableness of ignorance, a wage scale that would greatly en- 
hance the cost of living to -each and every one and would in all 
likelihood bring about the ruin of our immense export trade in 
grain and flour.
